The  town  of  North  Pole.  Alaska  is  1,750 
mile#  south  of  the  real  North  Pole  and  15' 
miles  north  of  the  city  of  Fairbanks. 

,l  ha*  approximately  1.500  residents, 
one  high  school,  one  skating  rink, 
grocery  store,  one  bank  and  two  bars. 

According  to  Associated  Press  writer 
David  Foster.  North  Pole.  Alaska,  re¬ 
ceived  its  name  when  an  old-time  Alaskan. 
Bon  Davis,  was  ribbed  by  Fairbanks’ 
for  homesteading  on  low-lying  lands 
where  winter  temperature*  usually  i 
10  degrees  colder  than  in  Fairbanks. 

They’d  kid  him  about  coming  in  from 
the  North  Pole."  said  Con  Miller,  alias 
Srnta  Claus  of  North  Pole. 

Con  Miller,  owner  of  The  SSANTA 
Claus  H  ouse,  receives  over  300,000  letters 
a  year,  addressed  to  St.  Nick.  Santa. 
Santa  Claus  at  the  North  Pole. 

The  letters,  accoding  to  AP.  report  a 
child’s  behavior  over  tne  past  year  and 
lists  wishes  for  gifts  hoping  to  be  received 
from  Sanu  Claus. 

Seventy-one-year-old  Santa  Claus,  alias 
Con  MMIIer,  started  his  Sanu  Claus 
House  in  1052. 

It  has  7,000  square  feet  of  toys,  music 
boxes,  Christmas  tree  ornaments,  Santa¬ 
faced  china,  carved  igloo*  and  yuletkle 
knick-knacks  of  all  kinds. 

It’s  a  big  tourist  attraction,  said  Lori 
Ducharme,  a  sophomore  from  North  foie. 
Alaska,  mnjoring  in  accounting. 

Tourist*  come  all  year  round  to  see  San¬ 
ta  Claus’  house  at  the  North  Pole. 

"North  Pole  is  like  any  small  commun 
ity.  It’s  a  friendly  and  beautiful  area." 
Ducharme  said. 

She  said  the  town  as  a  whole  resembles 
the  typical  image  of  the  North  Pole,  with 
Santa  *  Suds  laundromat  and  Elf*  Den 
down  Snowman  Lane. 

The  town  itself  is  wooded  heavily,  and 
moose  wander  everywhere. 

Ducharme  said  most  people  that  live  in 
North  Pole  moved  there  because  of  the 
military. 

Eielson  Air  Force  Base,  the  farthest 
north  Air  Force  Base  in  the  United  Kutes, 
is  only  six  mile*  away  from  North  Pole. 

Winter  activities  include  cross  country 
skiing,  snowmobiling.  dog-sled  racing  and 
activities  that  support  the  local  nigh 
school,  she  said.

For  most  Duaineaaea,  the  hoiiday  tea*on  mark*  a 
profitable  time  period,  and  business  owner*  hum  a 
merry  tune  aa  they  watch  an  increate  in  the  ca*h 
flow. 

For  consumer*,  the  four-week  buying  teaaon  is  a 
tune  of  sales,  crowds,  numerous  Santa  appearances 
and  muffled  Christmas  music  over  the  intercom. 

Many  retailers  attribute  the  increased  business 
to  the  tradition  of  gift  giving  at  Christmas  time. 
Some  consumers,  however,  view  the  increased 
advertising,  anxious  sales  pitches  and  demonstra¬ 
tions  a*  commercial  exploitation  of  Christmas. 

Despite  the  concern  of  over-commercialization, 
the  facts  are  as  stands  —  consumers  buy  more 
during  this  season,  advertising  is  heightened  in  an 
it  tempt  to  meet  consumers  needs  and  draw  them 
•way  from  the  competition,  and  business  profits 
tncreee  substantially.  Year  after  year  the  cycle  con¬ 
tinues. 

Retailera  begin  preparing  for  the  Christmas  sea¬ 
son  months  in  advance.  Manager*  plan  advertising 
campaigns,  order  and  stock  extra  merchandise, 
hire  part-time  help,  and  rearrange  shelves  in  an 
effort  to  make  their  Christmas  season  most  profit¬ 
able. 

“We  plan  for  Christmas  all  year."  said  Bob  Re- 
litx,  manager  of  Stokes  Brother*.  “We  start  train¬ 


ing  in  October  because  our  products  require  em¬ 
ployee  expertise  to  educate  the  consumer." 

Hiring  extra  staff  is  also  a  part  of  holiday  busi¬ 
ness  preparation.  “We  have  employed  about  ISO 
people  with  at  least  45  of  those  as  part-time  gift- 
wrapper*,"  said  Hcber  Lloyd,  manager  of  ZCMI. 

The  University  Mall  hire*  extra  security  staff  as 
do  moat  stores  and  increase*  their  public  service* 
personnel.  Barking  is  also  planned  for.  "We  have 
become  accustomed  to  the  crowds  and  anticipate 
thejarobjem^"  said  University  Mall  manager  C. 

Advertising  b  a  big  part  of  the  Christmas  scene. 
Additional  catalogue*,  brochures  and  flyer*  fight 
for  media  attention.  “We  really  peak  our  merchan¬ 
dising  this  time  of  the  year,"  raid  Lloyd. 

Likewise,  In-store  advertising,  displays  and  de¬ 
corations  are  planned  to  attract  shoppers  attention 
and  greet  them  with  a  cheery  scene.  The  mall  em¬ 
ploy*  their  full-time  staff  to  do  the  decorating.  Kai- 
laf  said  they  start  early  enough  to  have  it  completed 
by  the  Thanksgiving  weekend. 

Lloyd  said  ZCMI  tries  to  do  as  little  as  possible 
before  Thankgiving,  but  all  advertising  and  de¬ 
corating  are  culminated  Thanksgiving  weekend. 

Extending  shopping  hours  is  also  a  business 
tradition  at  Christmas  time.  This  not  only 
accommodates  shoppers,  but  Increases  business 
profits.  Kallaf  said  thb  service  is  for  those  who  are 
not  normally  engaged  in  shopping,  such  as  hus¬ 
bands.  It  b  also  a  great  benefit  for  retailer*. 

There  are  always  complaints  (about  the  extra 
hours)  from  store  employees,  but  the  owner*  don't 
complain  because  of  the  increased  business."  Kallaf 
said. 

Lloyd  said  the  extension  of  hours  b  "absolutely 
profitable.  It'*  hard  on  the  employees,  and  we're 
sony,  but  they  are  on  commission  and  make  up  for 
thb  problem. 

With  the  combination  of  increased  sdverlUing 
and  promotions  and  hungry  shoppers,  it  b  no  won¬

said  Kim  Harw  ell,  manager  of  Mrs.  Fields  in  Uni¬ 
versity  Mall. 

Most  retailers  do  not  view  the  season  as  a  time  to 
exploit  Christmas  by  their  increased  business  acti- 
vites.  Their  goal  b  to  please  the  consumer  and  help 
make  their  shopping  experience  a  pleasant  one 

Many  retailers  add  a  flair  of  Christmas  spirit  by- 
setting  up  Christmas  trees,  decorating  their  stores 
in  bright  colors  and  dbpbytng  Christmas  scenes. 
They  also  add  extra  attractions  such  as  puppet 
shows,  musical  performances  and  Santa  Cbus 
appearances. 

Employees  are  also  encouraged  to  reflect  the 
Christmas  spirit  in  their  actions.  Managers  encour¬ 
age  them  to  be  warm  and  courteous  despite  long 
hours,  tired  shopper*  and  increased  demands. 

In  viewing  Christmas  commercialism .  Kallaf  said 
he  thinks  most  retailer*  are  able  to  segregate  the

BYU  Communication*  professor  Emerald 
Jerome  said  it  b  an  age-old  problem  as  to  whether 
retailers  have  been  capitalizing  and  commercializ¬ 
ing  on  Christmas  or  whether  the  merchant  creates 
the  commercialized  environment  through  in¬ 
creased  buying.  "It’s  the  chicken  and  the  egg 
theory."  he  said. 

Frederick  Langrehr,  business  management  pro¬ 
fessor.  said:  "Business  b  business.  It  is  not  an  in¬ 
tentional  effort  to  cheapen  Christmas.  Thb  time  of 
year  provides  a  systematic  fashion  of  buying  gifts 
because  of  the  gift-giving  tradition." 

In  view  of  commercial  exploitation  of  Christmas 
through  pre-Christmas  activities.  Jerome  said 
most  merchant*  prefer  to  start  after  Thanksgiving, 
but  it  is  a  system  of  ethic*  that  guides  them.  "It 
takes  a  high  level  of  ethic*  not  to  prolong  Christ¬ 
mas"  by  starting  too  early,  he  said.  "Most  high 
standing  merchants  do  not  promote  until  Thant- 
•diving." 

Cliff  Otis,  manager  of  the  Flower  Shoppe  ami 
father  of  three  children,  said  there  b  too  much 
emphasis  on  material  things  rather  than  spiritual 
things.  "We  tell  the  kids  there  is  a  Santa  Claus,  and 
he  b  the  spirit  of  giving.  Ins  free  society  you  have 
to  exercise  self  discipline.  You  can't  pass  taw*  to 
regulate  (Christmas)  advertising." 

In  order  to  make  Chnstmas  a  truly  Christian 
holiday,  Jerome  said  a  united  effort  would  need  to 
be  made  on  behalf  of  all  Christians  to  move  the 
celebration  of  Chtrst's  birth  to  the  proper  time  of 
year,  which  b  in  the  spring. 

"We  could  celebrate  the  25th  a*  gift  giving  based 
on  Saint  Nicholas."  Christ's  birth,  death  and  resur¬ 
rection  could  then  be  celebrated  without  the  com¬ 
mercialism.  he  said.  "We  could  crlcbratc  gift  giving 
to  the  Lord." 

Without  such  measures,  “we  will  never  end  the 
commercialism  of  Christmas.  Wc  cannot  blame 
others.  We  are  all  part  of  the  same  problem,  and  w  e 
can  be  part  of  the  same  solution,  said  Jerome.
